Special for the Children 

As you -will see by the classes of 
exhibits, there will be special classes 
for the children, and parents are par- 
ticularly urged to encourage their 
children to make entries. The work 
of gathering the flowers and arrang- 
ing these special exhibits is to be 
done by the children exclusively. The 
Garden Committee is anxious that 
the children's part of the show this 
year be especially fine. So encourage 
the boys' and girls to make up their 
baskets and roses of flowers and brins:

HOW BOYS MIST REGISTER 



Who Must Register: All male 
persons (citizens or aliens) born 
between June G, 1S96, and June 5, 
1S97, inclusive, except officers and 
enlisted men of the Regular Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps, and the 
National Guard and Naval Militia 
while in Federal service, and of- 
ficers in Officers' Reserve Corps 
and enlisted men in Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps while in active ser- 
vice. 

When: On Wednesday, June 5, 
191S, between 7 A. M. and 9 P. M. 

Where: At office of local board 
having jurisdiction where the per- 
son to be registered permanently 
resides, or other place designated 
by that local board. 

How: Go in person on June 5 
to registration place. If likely to be 
absent from home on June 5, go at 
once to the office of the nearest 
local board. Have registration card 
filled out and certified. Mail it to 
the local board having jurisdiction 
where you permanently reside. In- 
close a self-addressed, stamped 
envelope with registration card for 
the return of registration certifi- 
cate. Failure to get this certificate 
may cause serious inconvenience. 
Registration card must be mailed 
in time to reach local board on 
June 5. If sick on June 5 and un- 
able to be present in person, send 
some competent friend. The clerk 
may deputize him to prepare card. 

Information: If in doubt as to 
what to do or where to register, 
consult local board. 

Penalty for Not Registering: Fail- 
ure to register is a misdemeanor 
punishable by imprisonment for 
one year. It may result in loss of 
valuable rights and privileges and 
immediate induction into military 
service.

Narberth War Chest Fund 
Gratifying Response to Appeal 

At the close of the first week of 
■the War Fund Campaign in Narberth 
on Monday evening of this week about 
?1S,000 was in sight towards the 
.^O.OOO needed to match Mr. Percival 
Roberts' generous offer of the same 
amount. Of the nearly 800 houses 
canvassed, over U7 per cent turned in 
subscriptions. Of the remaining :Ui 
per cent most of the occupants had 
subscribed in Philadelphia or where- 
ever they were employed. Some, how- 
ever, declined to subscribe witiiout 
stating definite reasons, and a special 
committ.'e will doubtless call on them 
again, with the view of having the 
matter reconsidered. 

There is. little doubt that, as in 
every other patriotic campaign, Nar- 
berth will more than rise to the occa- 
j sion in this instance. Never was the 
need greater. In rapidly increasing 
numbers our boys are -entering the 
.gi oat conflict at close quarters. As 
last as possible, troops are being, sent 
jto France. Naturally the calls on the 
i various organizations who will be 
| supported by funds out of the War 
Chest will increase by leaps and 
bounds. 

The opportunity is presented to all 
to join this tremendously important 
work. Do not hesitate and split hairs 
because you may not happen to agree 
with every detail of the organization, 
the manner of the collection or distri- 
bution of the funds. This is no time 
to nurse prejudices, nor to indulge in 
carping criticism. The cry goes out 
from your boys (for they are your 
boys, fighting for you) for your sus- 
taining help. Now they are swelter- 
ing in summer heat, straining every 
nerve amid the stifling smoke and 
gases of battle, deafened by the never- 
ceasing roar of cannon, deluged by 
the rain of bullets and shrapnel, 
lighting your battle. Next winter it 
will be the same, except that they 
will be frozen to the marrow by bit- 
ter cold and rain and snow. 

Do not let your card be returned 
to the committee, inscribed "Cannot 
.do anything," "Do not agree with the 
method," "Refused," or the like. If you 
cannot give the one day's earnings 
per month, at least give something to 
show that your heart is right. Do 
not meet the special committee with 
renewed arguments against the War 
Chest.
